THE DUKE OF RICHMOND AND CHARGES ON LAND. 
Our attention has been called to the subject of the alleged “ special 
burthens” upon agricultural pursuits, by three distinct events in 
Parliament :—First, in consequence of the twentieth time which Mr 
Ward's invitation for inquiry wus evaded last week by those who 
assert their existence; second, by the continued confident tone 
which the Duke of Richmond assumed in the debate on the auc- 
tion duties, that the land alone bore the whole burthen of local 
taxation, whether for the relief of the poor or for county expendi- 
|| ture; and, thirdly, that the motion standing on the books, to be 

brought forward on the 26th of this month by Lord John Russell, 

will necessarily involve the consideration of these pretensions. 
And we are the more anxious on this subject, in reference to the 








forthcoming motion, because there are many who have hitherto 
qualified their opinions on the subject of a free import of corn, 
only on the ground of such alleged special burthens, It is also of 
|| more importance, because if any such reason existed at all against 
} a perfect free trade in corn, it would not be one of time but fact, 
which could only be removed by an alteration or shifting of bur- 
|| thens, which a little inquiry will show to be impossible and im- 
practicable, because utterly inconsistent with justice. 

The Duke of Richmond perseveres in his assertion that the 
whole of the local burthens are maintained by a tax upon land 
| as unhesitatingly as if it were a fact as true as it is notoriously 
'| the reverse. In the debate on the auction duties he said— 
| _ * They wanted justice to be done them ; on what principle was the landed 

interest of the country required to pay for the apprehension of every pri- 

soner, for his maintenance in prison, and for the prosecution ? The Govern- 
ment paid half the expenses of the assizes and the sessions ; but why should 
the counties pay anything towards the assizes? The county had no control 
whatever of this expenditure. The land was very properly made to support 
|| &clergyman in every parish ; but why was it forced to support a chaplain 
|| in every workhouse and gaol? Why should the expense be thrown exclu- 
sively on the land? He wished the noble lord would ask his friends, the 
manufacturers, whether they thought the bargain the landed interest at

ae exclusively on the land?” Were this the case, and were 
| ' — upon to answer the question, we should not find it dif- 
coae e that, if not quite all the poor and county rate 
1 strict ¢ e charged on land, yet a very large proportion, in 
'| Strict justice, ought to be so. With regard to the large portion 
= € expenditure of the county rate, which is used for the mak- 
IP — maintenance of county roads, there can be no doubt that 
eis 1 y the object in view, but the end gained, is a direct and dis- 
frst a of value and rent to the land in the locality. The 
coe ing that is done to improve the land in any district is to 
le Up good and easy conveyance, by which not only ready ac- 
|| 88 is obtained to the land for all the aids to agriculture, but also 
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to the market for its produce. Every shilling that is laid out for 
such a purpose, finds its way with ample increase to the landlord, 
in the form of additional rent. But if there be a county rate, to 
which the lucky proprietor can apply, to accomplish the desirable 
objects of making and maintaining such roads, he is saved the in- 
dividual expenditure, while still he reaps all the profit. For so 
much, then, of the county rate, it would appear to be only an act 
of common justice were it wholly raised from the land, and more 
especially when it is also considered that, in addition to such pri- 
vate roads as are thus made for the local benefit of the county, 
the land alone has the free, privileged, and untolled use of all the 
highroads. 

With regard, then, to that portion of the county rate that is ex- 
pended for the prosecution of criminals, much as it may excite the 
surprise of many who are accustomed to associate only innocence 
with a rural life, and whose prejudices picture only vice and de- 
gradation as the companions of manufacturing and mercantile pur- 
suits, if the burthen of prosecuting and maintaining criminals 
were fairly apportioned throughout the county, according to the 
pursuits or offences of such criminals, a large prener would 
devolve upon the land; and not a little from breaches of laws 
made only to protect the sport and pleasures of landlords, to the 
injury of tenants, and the short supply of food to the labourers. 
And with regard to the greater and most important portion of the 
expenditure of the “poor and county rate,” that whichis disbursed 
for the direct relief of the poor, no one will deny, that not only is 
the number of paupers materially increased by the restrictions 
placed on the commerce of the country and the employment of 
the people, in consequence of those laws which are maintained 
exclusively with a view to the interest of land, but the cost of 
maintaining them is greatly enhanced by the artificial price of 
food also consequent on these restrictions. In complaining of the 
pressure of poor rates, the land, therefore, cries out against an 
evil much of its own making ; for parliamentary returns, to which 
we have often referred, show that not only the cost of maintain- 
ing paupers, but also their number, fluctuate with the price of 
bread. If, therefore, the assertion of the Duke of Richmond were 
true, that these rates were thrown “exclusively on the land,” we 
should not be without very strong reasons why they should be 
so—if not entirely, yet to a very considerable proportion; for, 
while their application can be shown to refer, in a great degree, 
in many cases to land, in none can it be shown that any other in- 
terest has an exclusive or even equal benefit in the expenditure 
of those rates. 

But what are the facts with regard to these rates, from which 
the poor are maintained, the wives and children of imprisoned 
criminals kept, the county prosecutions and assize trials conduct- 
ed, and the county roads maintained? Not only is it notoriously 
true that every description of property, whether it be houses, fac- 
tories, mines, iron works, railways, or land, all pay in one and the 
same proportion, but we shall be able to show that the land has 
rapidly been obtaining relief from its share of these charges, by 
events which the Duke of Richmond would do all in his power to 
arrest. The Duke of Richmond might as well talk of himself and 
his brother landowners paying exclusively the duties on wine, 
_— sugar, and tea, as of bearing exclusively the burthens of 
the poor and county charges. The former they pay in common 
with all others, in proportion as they consume the articles charged 
with duty; the latter they pay in proportion to all others ac- 
cording as they are possessed of property on which the assess- 
ment is made. If amancomplain that he pays more customs duty 
than another, the answer is that he consumes more commodities ; 
if a man complains that he pays more poor rate or county rate 
than another, the answer is, because he is the lucky owner of 
a large portion of that property, for the use of which such rates 
are levied. Looking, therefore, to the general division of a 
houses, and other property, it would be no ground of comp ee 
whatever if we found on investigation that land paid one 
or seven-eighths of the amount of these taxes as long as ee 
was equal; but it must be very clear, that in proportion gt pin 
and factories, and mines, and other property increase — 
and extent, to that proportion must the and experience 
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We have before us parliamentary accounts which exhibit the 

ge tee wns of these burthens on various kinds of property, and 
i the changes which those proportions have undergone during the 
| last twenty years. And if the Duke of Richmond has really at 

heart (which we have no reason to doubt) the relief of land from 
| the burthens complained of, we will undertake to show him the 
| safest and surest mode of doing so in the future, as it has proved 
| the most effectual way in the past. In the year 1826 the whole 
| amount levied for the and county rate was 6,966,157/; of 
| this no less than 4,795,482/, or 69 per cent, was levied from ‘the 
land, while only 2,170,675/, or 31 per cent, was levied from houses 
| and other property. In 1841, the whole amount levied was 
| 6,351,828/, of which only 3,316,593/, or 52 per cent, was charged 
| on the land, while no less than 3,035,235/, or 48 per cent, was 
| charged on houses and other property. Thus :— 

whole charge. The accounts for the present year, when com- 

pleted, will, we understand, show that now land pays the smallest 
| portion. This is a subject of double congratulation for the owner 
| of land, for in proportion as other property around him increases 
I; in value, in proportion as mines are ope ned, railwé ays constructed, 
factories and houses built, and commercial enterprise extended, 
nee thus his burthens more and more shared by others, in the | 

ame proportion does the value of his own property increase. At 
both ends the landowner is essentially benefitted—his burthens 
become lighter because more shared by others, while his property 
is enhanced in every way in its value. And while this 1s a sub- 
ject of congratulation to the landowner, it is not one of com- 
| plaint to the owners of other property, who thus come to his 
relief, for it is still only as property of any one class increases that 
its share of burthens increase. But who could dream, judging by 
the language of the Duke of Richmond—judging by the complaints 
of landowners and supporters of corn laws, on the ground of the 
exclusive burthens of land (and this the one chiefly insisted upon) 
—judging by the childish though inveterate hate exhibited against 
trade and manufactures, that these same hated and distasteful 
pursuits, not only equally shared in all the burthens complained 
of by the land, but had moreover, in spite of the restrictions im- 
posed upon them and opposition offered to them, accomplished 
by their vigorous increase during the last twenty years not only 
a great increase of value to the land, but an actual diminution of 
one single burthen of upwards of one million a year to that 
interest. 

Would the Duke of Richmond further lessen the burthens of 
the poor and county rates on the land? Let him drop his un- 
natural antagonism to all the other interests by which his are 
surrounded, and let him look to the general advancement of the 
common prosperity of the country, for such an increase in the 


future value of other property as will spread the existing burthens 
over a larger surface, and render them still more easily borne

ut a word to those who maintain that a duty should be placed 
on the import of corn, to countervail the burthens of which we 


are speaking. By an import duty on corn, you raise the price of 
home-grown corn to the consumers at large, in order to compen- 
sate the said growers of corn for the poor and county rates, whic th 
they, as owners of property, in common with all owners of all 
kinds of property, pay for the local charges, benefit, or safety of 
their property. You thereby throw on the large bulk of the con- 
sumers, who have no property whatever, the duty of paying the 
burthens of that belonging to the growers of corn. You throw 
on the owners of sheep- farms, of houses, of factories, of mines, of 
railways, and other property, in addition to their own share of 
these local rates, the share which belongs to the grower of corn ; 
in short, the effect, unquestionably and undeniably, is, that you 
have this contrivance by which you directly assess the community 
at large, in order to relieve the growers of corn of their local rates 
for maintaining their roads, their poor, and the s safety of their 
property, as much as if a rate were collected by the tax-gatherer 

from door to door from ev ery consumer of bread. And, more- 
over, by the course which you adopt to accomplish this, you 
restrict that general expansion of laivetey which would, by ‘the 
growth of other interests, relieve the land of those charges with- 
out injury to any one. 

And to those who look upon the existence of the corn laws as 
only a question of a little time ; who, for want of as much faith 
as we have in the universal benefit and good which their repeal 
would bring, aye, immediately to att Parties, have some fear of 
the shock which change might produce, (sudden it cannot be 
called, after the unremitting ‘argument and warning of so many 
years), on the interests in question ; or who have some fear that 
partial injustice might be done to those who have existing con- 
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tracts ; to such we would earnestly : say that no part of thej 
for time can be sustained by mixing ‘up the cry of “spo¢ ] 
burthens” with their reasons. To do so is to embarrass thee We 
tion in their minds, and for them permanently ; for if such . we 
be good to-day it will be equally y good four or five years henens 
unless, indecd, such a monstrous impossibility could be nase 
ple ated as removing altogether the county and poor rates fron 
and to “ other property.’ This is as impossible as it would be = 
just, and, therefore, we trust, in the ensuing debates, to find only 
such an excuse as “ special burthens” put forth by men whose wel] 
known and only object is, the permanent maintenance of the 
corn law on any or no grounds. 

We will take an early opportunity to consider the further 
alleged burthens (as groundless and as untenable as is the « 
and county rate),”’ as pretexts for the maintenance of thi 
and suicidal law. 
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THE UNITED STATES—ARRIVAL OF THE 
WESTERN.—THE COTTON CROP, 
Tue news from America by the Great Western, as far as we have 
received them (for the letters and papers gene rally are not yet | 
delivered), are more favourable than we were disposed to antici- 
pate. Still we must not be too sanguine, for the intelligens, | 
brought by this conveyance must necessarily be imperfect. 

The Caledonia steam- -ship, with the account of our debate on 
the Oregon question, arrived out at New York on the 21st of last 
month, and the Great Western left that port on the 24th, and, 
therefore, before any information could be received from W ashing. 
ton as to the manner in which those news were received, The | 
tone of the information from New York, which, however, we ought 
not quite to overlook, is a purely mercantile place, shows $a deep | 
interest, and, as we believe, a sincere desire to see peace main- 
tained with this country. Nothing can be more satisfactory than 
the tone taken by the New York Courier and Inquirer, as well as 
by the xpress. The former says :— 


“ The news by the Caledonia has called forth no little interest. The dis- 
cussion in the two Houses of Parliament, and the very resolute tone of that 
discussion, in respect both of the British right and of determination to 
maintain that right, are widely and variously canvassed. For ourselves, we 
look upon it as rather fortun: ate, since in all contested questions it is best 
that both parties should unde rstand each other as ¢2 arly and as explicitly 
as possib je. On our side the right to all Oregon is officially pronounced un- 
questionable ; yet we submit it to negotiation, thereby implying certainly 
that what is unquestionable may nevertheless be a subject of compromise, 
Perhaps the opinion has pre vailed too generally here, that England did not 
really attach any great value to her Oregon claim, and upon such an assump- 
tion ours has been pushed with increased hardihood. We are now unde- 
ceived on that point. The ministry that is, and those who would like to 
be ministers, and the whole parliament, seemed to have shared exultingly 
in the declaration of the official persons in both houses, that England has 
a good title and means to maintain it. Now, then, the ,round is cleared of 
all uncertainties, and the negotiation will of necessity proceed under the 
positive and equally confident claim of each of the contending parties toa 
good title to the matter in dispute. Such a negotiation, to succeed at all, 
can have but one issue—mutual concession; and on that point there can- 
not be long delay in ascertaining what can and what cannot be done, 

* The temper “of this country, as a whole, is for peace ; though there are 
portions of it, and"particularly the west, where war might be profitable and 
would not be unpopular. We assume unhesitating sly that the desire of 
England is also for - ace; and from these premises we conclude that peace 
will be preserved ; for it is contrary to all sense and reason—to say nothing 
of moral or re ligious obligations—for two cognate and Christian people to 
go to war about a barren region which can be of little use or value to either 
of them for generations to come. Nevertheless, the effect of the Caledonia’s 
news to-day was, to make men look grave, and though no perceptible fall 
was occasioned by it in produce or the public stocks, it caused a pause,’

The Great Western has brought home a government messenger 
with despatches. 

The accounts regarding Texas are still unsatisfactory and un- 
certain. It is still said that the people of that state generally are 
in favour of annexation, but the government against it. So far as 
that portion of the people is concerned, who are engaged in land- 
jobbing and speculation, we have little doubt but their greatest 
anxiety is to ce annexed to the States, for the purpose of procur- 
ing an immediate supply of labour from the slave States, in order 
to give a new and increased value to theirland. The report which 
we received some days since, that England and France had offered 
to guarantee the independence of Texas if she abandoned the pro- 
ect of annexation, was still prevalent in New York and generally 
credited. 

There was little fear apprehended of war between Mexico and 
the States, but diplomatic relations between the two countries 
continued suspended. 

The effect on the funds here has to-day (Friday) been favoura- 
ble, the accounts on the whole being less hostile than were ex- 

|| pected. But it would be penniee to offer any very decided opi- 
nion as to the effects which may be produced during the next few 
weeks on stock and shares generally.

For our own part we have the greatest confidence that peace will 
| be ultimately maintained—that there is good sense and honourable

|} a distant and barren territory by negotiation and mutual conces- 
| sions without an appeal to war. 
| We learn, by private advices, that the arrival of cotton at the 
| ports exceeded by 60,000 bales those of 1843, the largest crop on 
record, By our last advices to the 12th of April, the arrivals were 
| 4,000 bales short of those of 1843, so that, in the period embraced 
| by our accounts, between the 12th and 24th, the excess of arrivals 
| in this year over 1843 must have been no less than 64,000 bales. 
| There would appear, therefore, to be now little doubt that the 
crop will reach at least 2,500,000 bales, the quantity estimated in 
our general review of the crop some time back. 
A long continuance of an abundant and cheap supply of this 
important raw material may, therefore, be safely reckoned upon.

| GOVERNMENT INTERFERENCE WITH EDUCATION— 
QUESTION OF RELIGIOUS TESTs. 

Events just now in process of accomplishment in the United 
Kingdom seem to be forcing on for an early settlement two 
| questions ;—One, how far the government of a free country can 
interfere in the work of general education with advantage; and 
another, whether it can interfere, rightfully, @¢ al/ in the work 
of special education—such as is given at Maynooth, Oxford, 
and the Scotch Divinity Halls. 

So far as principle is involved, we are free to confess that we 
see no violation of it in the work of general education being un- 
dertaken by the State; we see much advantage in its being so, 
and where local as well as general superintendence is kept up we 
see very little ill. At the same time, we cannot help repeating our 
acquiescence in Mr Sturge’s remark, quoted by us in writing on 
this same subject last week, that it is best in those cases for 
fovernments either wholly to undertake the matter or altogether 
to let it alone. Half measures are always fraught with mischief. 
As a matter of state policy we are inclined to think that the value

We rejoice to find that the late horrid executions of criminals are 
exciting a feeling of disgust throughout the country. It is felt 
that the hangman has done his best (or worst), and man is not 
reformed. ‘The more the hangman does the more he gets to do, 
until every now and then a feeling of satiety comes over the pub- 
lic, from whom jurymen are chosen, and they take refuge in ver- 
dicts of insanity. But the fact is, a// criminals are insane, which 
is no reason why, when they are proved to be mischievous, they 
should be suffered to go at large; but it is a very good reason 
why they should be treated kindly and not vengefully—should be 
kept out of harm’s way, in fact, both on their own account and on 
that of others. There is no greater remnant of barbarism among 
us than our criminal code from beginning to end. It is, in fact, 
pure unadulterated barbarism. We stand out among so-called 
enlightened nations, in most unenviable relief, as the hanging na- 
tion; and it is a tact, that we have more criminals for our popula- 


though painful, duty, this fact ought to weigh heavily. It is evi- 
dent they don’t gain their ends by it; they don’t deter from crime 
in proportion to the number of their executions, but, on the con- 
trary, are dared with at least one, often two or three fresh murders, 
to say nothing of thefts and minor offences, for every time that 
they erect the gallows. Willexperience, which guides us in every 
thing else, carry no lessons to us in matters of life and death—in 
laws which, for better or for worse, have their effect on every 
member of society? We do not believe it. War, which some 
people are just now talking of, is bad enough ; but it is not a// bad, 
for noble virtues and heroic conduct (which we could wish to see 
otherwise displayed) are from time to time manifested in it. But 
about hanging there is no one even insignificant feature which for 
& moment withdraws the view from its mean, cruel, coarse, vin- 
dictive character. Are we wrong, then, in hoping gee BR 
as we certainly much desire, that we are near having seen the 
end of it ? 
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ANTL-CORN-LAW LEAGUE BAZAAR, AT COVENT 
GARDEN THEATRE. 
Tue word Bazaar, as applicd in this country, conveys but a faint 
idea of the exhibition which is now making by the friends of free 
trade, and in favour of that cause, at Covent Garden Theatre. 

The associations which it conveys are rather a combination 
of a Parisian exposition, with a rich Bazaar in an Eastern city, 
or in one of our Indian capitals. The Morning Herald of yesterday 
contains so fair, and, on the whole, so true an account of the ap- 
pearance and arrangements of this extraordinary scene, that we 
are glad to mark our regard for its impartiality on this occasion 
by transferring its account to our pages. 

The most important and stirring sensations, in the presence of 
this great national exhibition, will probably be viewed altogether 
apart from the place and its gorgeous display, though necessarily 
excited by them. We see stalls bearing the inscription of nearly 
every important town and neighbourhood in the kingdom, con- 
taining the richest specimens of all that art and ingenuity and 
taste can display, presided over by the votaries of a great principle, 
and by those who have been moved to a compassionate sympathy 
for the sufferings of the great masses of our fellow countrymen in 
the recent years of scarcity and distress ;—who, now that those 
clouds are passed, and a more happy and prosperous period ac- 
companies a time of plenty, are still willing to make any personal 
effort or sacrifice to save their neighbours and their country from 
a recurrence of such scenes as have stricken with grief and sor- 
row the hearts of the stoutest during the late years of suffering. 
We see in all that there surrounds us a silent but eloquent procla- 


} a’people, expressed in a way that no statesman can safely over- 

| look. A visit to this scene, with a knowledge of all that has 

preceded its construction, and a knowledge of the objects and 

| principles which it demands, is well calculated to produce an im- 

pression and conviction on the mind of any reflecting man, what- 
ever his previous opinions may have been. The following is the 
account from the Morning Herald : — 

“Notwithstanding the very unfavourable state of the weather, 
and the high price cf the tickets of admission, the attendance at the 
doors was very numerous, and the staircase, saloons, and lobbies— 
even the body of the house itself—was soon full to overflowing. The 
arrangements to prevent confusion appeared, however, to be very ex- 
cellent, and to be well carried out by the stewards, so that, although 
visitors were almost subjected to the peine forte et dure during their 
transit, there was no complaint, but each appeared content to 
bear it. The public were admitted only through the chief en- 
trance in Bow street, from whence they ascended, as during the dra- 
matic exhibitions at the theatre, up the grand staircase to the Shak- 
spere suloon, now fitted up with tapestry, carpets, shawls, &c. so as 
greatly to resemble the show room of a mercer. In this place also is 
a magnificent mirror, one such as giants only should survey them- 
selves in, also an interesting stall of chemical preparations ; and a 
box from Darlestone, in Staffordshire, containing coal and iron, the 
latter in its various stages from the rudest ore to the most polished 
and tempered metal, which is capable of being wrought by human in- 
genuity. In the box lobby on the left is a stall for Miller’s glass- 

works, containing many remarkable curiosities, and also the appara- 
tus at work by which oa are produced, and glass thread is woven 
into soft and beautiful fabrics. Passing on to the centre of the lobby 
we find two boxes are removed, and come suddenly upon a scene so 
novel and romantic, so incongruous and grotesque, that for a moment 
we could fancy ourselves transported to the east, and about to deal 
with Turks and Mussulmans. Certainly, in its palmiest days, no visi- 
tor to Covent Garden ever witnessed on its stage a more complete 
transformation. 

The whole area of the pit and stage is boarded over, and trans- 
formed into a “ Norman Gothic hall,” with an arched roof, gaily de- 
corated, and supported on each side by rows of ornamenta ile. 
The sides are covered with imitation panelling, with grotesque orna- 
ments and devices, and numerous free trade mottoes. At the ex- 
treme end is a large Gothic window so prepared and lit up as to 
resemble stained glass; there are also similar windows at the sides, 
and from the roof are suspended rows of illuminated lamps, which 
cast a rich but subdued light over the hall, and add very much to the 
beauty of the spectacle. We understand the whole of these arrange- 
ments were devised by Mr Sloman, the machinist of the theatre, and 
|| Mr Grieve, the well-known scenic painter, and carried into effect un- 
| der their superintendence, by Mr Edwards of Manchester. Descend- 
|| ing a few steps we find ourselves in the body of the hall, which is 150 

feet long by 50 feet wide, and is occupied by four rows of stalls, each 

about a yard in width, but divided into various lengths, in proportion 
to the wants of the occupants, and the value of their merchandise. 

Upon the stage, where the hall is wider, and in the refreshment room, 
there are additional stalls. The length of the counters is said to be 
| 
} 


900 feet, and the whole appears to have been used to the best advan- 
tage. The stalls are not numbered, nor are the holders’ names affixed 
to them, but they appear to have been alloted according to certain 
localities, the names of which are hung over them. Thus, on pass- 
ing the slips in the centre boxes, we find the boxes on each side con- 
verted into stalls, the one being alloted to Northampton and the other 
to Dunstable, and respectively filled with the staple commodities of 
these places—shoes and bonnets. 

Upon entering the hall we saw the stalls on the right allotted to 
Rochdale, Halifax, Leeds, and Bradford. These, as they are first in

They contained chiefly fancy articles of needlework, toys of wee 
descriptions, carpets, shawls, materials of various kinds for Ladies 
dresses and curiosities, among which may be mentioned a plece of 
muslin, printed by the late Sir R. Peel, and a pen and ink portrait ‘ 
the Queen, the lines of which, instead of being blank, are aa 
words, and comprise the whole contents of a book, which is attached 
to, and descriptive of it. This singular portrait is to be raffled 
at 2s 6da head. Opposite these, and on the right centre of the hall, 
are the stalls alloted to Northampton, Stockport, Swansea, Carlisle 
York, Stockton, Hull, Beverley, and Bristol. Then comes at ri hi 
angles, the Newcastle stall, followed by those of Huddersfield Bary 
ley, Wakefield, and Bloomsbury, and the Kentish Town stalls, 
Opposite these and on this side the stage, are the stalls appropriated 
to the metropolitan districts, which are described as Peckham Islin 
ton, City, Kensington, Camden Town, Sussex, Norwood, Pentonville, 
Hoxton, St Martin’s, and the Savoy. The stalls in the curved line at 
the top, which unites the two central lines of stalls are allotted to 
Sheffield. 

The refreshment room is appropriately alloted to refreshment 
stalls, with the single exception of a book stall, and is much resorted 
to by visitors, who really need some refreshment after their toilsome 
and tedious passage to it. But next to the creams and ices vended 
there, the chief object of attraction is a huge plum cake,—a cake 
the idea of which could, we think, have occurred in a dream only 
to some imaginative school-boy, so vast in its expanse, so ponderous 
its size, so rich its ingredients, so delicious its fragrance. It comes 
from Bury Simnel, measures, we should think, some five feet in dia- 
meter, weighs 280 Ibs, and bears upon its broad surface a sheet of 
iced sugar so large as to have inscribed upon it nearly all the maxims 
which embody the religion of the League. We understand 
that it is to be cut up and distributed on the last day of the ex. 
hibition ; but let the League beware how they previously admit a 
school to their bazaar, for to resist the combined temptation of this 
cake and its free trade inscriptions is, we think, beyond the possi- 
bility of school-boy nature. In this room is also the “ post-office,” 
an ingenious device for (among other purposes) raising money, and 
disseminating free-trade doctrines. It is suggested to the visitor to 
knock and inquire if they have a letter for him, and upon his sup- 
plying them with his name and address, he is himself in due time 
supplied with a packet (not prepaid), which, on receiving, he finds 
filled with League tracts and other free-trade publications. The 
scheme was so successful, that the arrival of a “foreign mail” was 
soon notified, and of course it brought with it a dispatch for every 
applicant, and at the foreign rate of postage. 


Leaving the refreshment room, but not before examining at the 
book-stall an ancient mass-book, printed at Madrid, with the music 
on the old system of notation, we return to the stage, and see before 
us on the right centre the stalls of Gloucester, Norwich, Exeter, 
Dudley, Warrington, Preston, and Lancaster. At the Dudley stall 
were some interesting fossils and mineral specimens from that place. 
The Lancaster stall, among other articles of interest, exhibited a 
miniature bedstead in mahogany, of very elegant construction; and 
the chief object of interest at the Preston stall was a model car- 
riage made by the Preston Guild, which was certainly a pleasing ex- 
hibition of the taste and ingenuity of our countrymen. It was com- 
plete in all its appointments, and was offered for 35/. Near to these 
was the Liverpool stall, at which was exhibited, together with miscel- 
laneous fancy articles, as baskets, lace collars, book markers, §c., “a 
lock of Sir Walter Scott’s hair,” price 3/ 3s; and a wax medallion 
“ Portrait of R. R. Moore, Esq., with autograph,” price 15s.— 
Near these, and returning on the right, are the six stalls assigned 
to Manchester, three of which are in recesses illuminated by trans- 
parencies representing stained glass windows. These stalls con- 
tain a numerous and very elegant assortment of fancy articles, chiefly 
made by ladies. Among others, we particularly noticed some elegant 
painted satin and velvet cushions. One or two magnificent chairs 
having backs and seats covered with beautiful needlework, some ele- 
gant shawls and children’s fancy dresses. There was also a nautilus 
cradle, in imitation of that made for the royal nursery, which excited 
general admiration. Opposite the Manchester stalls were those of 
Staley Bridge, Ashton-under-Line, and Bury. At the Ashton stall 
were several curiosities, from an old black letter volume of 1568, en- 
titled “The Dial of Princes,” price 6/, to a prize shoe made without 
seam or stich by some ingenious local artist. Bury, also, was not 
without its curiosities, for it contributed a huge bear's paw, with 4 
goodly collection of children’s frocks, ee and pwr and 
engravings. Returning still, we have on either hand the Scotch stalls 
and those of the midland counties. The tributary parts of Scotland 
are Dundee, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Paisley, Shetland, and Dun- 
fermline. Edinburgh sends chiefly miscellaneous toys, Paisley shawls, 
and the other ladies’ work, toys, shawls, and table linen. On the | 
other hand the midland counties also send chiefly their staple manu- 
factures, as Nottingham, lace ; Leicester, lace and hosiery ; Coventry, 
ribbons and a newly-invented gimp for bonnets; Birmingham, 4 
handsome collection of hardware and fancy goods, in ever respect . 
very superior quality; Bolton supplies a number of handsome ‘ 
stools, slippers, and articles of that description, with numerous auto 
graph letters.

| Many of these, too, were much admired for their admirable finish, 
and the beautiful execution of several ornaments and devices adapted 
| to the occasion, among which we may particularly mention a large 
ir of shears, on which were exhibited excellent full-length portraits 
| of Mr Bright and Mr Cobden. The exhibition from Colebrook Dale, 
| in the centre of this saloon, was no less attractive and no less worthy 
‘of attention. It consisted chiefly of ornamental iron works, in some 
of which our native artists appeared to have attained perfection. 
| There were vases, fountains, bronzes, ornamental grates, fire-screens 
| (on which were painted striking portraits of Messrs Cobden, Bright, 
and Villiers), American rocking chairs, and iron chairs of several 
descriptions, garden seats and similar articles in great profusion, al- 
most every one of which had round it a knot of admirers, who were 
loud in their eulogiums. At the other end of the saloon were china 
and earthenware trom the Potteries ; but as these were only partially 
unpacked we saw but little of them. 

The upper saloon has been newly decorated for the occasion, hav- 
ing free trade mottoes, enclosed in medallions, on the hangings, the 
effect of which is novel and interesting. Stepping from this saloon 
into the upper circle, to take a bird’s-eye view of the whole exhibi- 
tion before leaving it, the spectacle is very fine and animating. ‘The 
effect produced by the softened light of the rows of illuminated lamps, 
both upon the splendid roof and pillars, and the busy scene below, 
was very beautiful. It was also amusing to see the diligence in busi- 
ness of the amateur shopkeepers, and the difficulty with which, from 
the pressure of the crowd, a customer maintained his ground until he 
could complete a bargain. The impression produced was that the 
place was much too smal! both for the satisfactory exhibition of the 
goods and for the accommodation of visitors. Probably to this cause 
we should attribute the absence of much of that taste in the arrange- 
ment of the stalls that, is customary on such occasions. As it was, 
the articles generally were rather heaped together than displayed, 
which made the counters more resemble those of the wholesale 
than the retail dealer. There was also a palpable want of variety 
in the articles exhibited, more than three-fourths of the stalls con- 
sisting of miscellaneous articles of fancy needlework, which, how- 
ever pretty in themselves, lost their interest when the view of them 
was so frequently repeated. As a ladies’ bazaar, however, the ex- 
periment on the whole appeared to be successful. 

As to the attendance, it was, throughout Thursday and yesterday, 
extremely numerous, a great number of the visitors being evidently 
from the country, brought up, probably, by the double inducement 
of the bazaar and the May meetings. Among the persons present 
we noticed Sir J. C. Hobhouse, M.P., Sir De Lacy Evans, Messrs 
Pattison, Bright, M. Gibson, Brotherton, and Hutt, M.P.’s, P. A. 
Taylor, and other noted friends of free-trade. The attendance of 
members of the Society of Friends, both male and female, was also 
very numerous. The prices of the various articles appeared to be 
quite as high as iscustomary onsuch occasions. We should add that

WHERE ARE WE TO STOP? 
Has been a question asked nearly every day for the last fifty 
years, as mechanics, and steam, and science, have unfolded one 
wonder after another to the world. It is now just thirty-three years 
since Mr Bell made his first experimental trip in the * Comet” 
from Glasgow to Helensburgh, twenty and odd miles down the river 
Clyde. He started at three o'clock in the afternoon, and arrived 
at his place of destination at eleven o'clock at night. ‘This was 
the first “passage” made by a steam-boat in Europe. By the 
perfection of that same invention, we have now the Continent se- 
arated from England only by one hour and some fifty minutes. We 
ave seen latterly much disputation in the public journals as to 
the comparative merits of the boats plying between Folkstone and 
over. We have frequently had the opportunity of witnessing 
the beautiful boat Princess Maude performing the passage to 
olkstone (twenty-nine miles) in less than two hours, and we 
Were not a little surprised at seeing an account ofa rival boat (the 
dine of Dover), which had so far outstripped her in speed, as to

sulted in 1845 ina question whether the passage of éwenty-nine 
miles from the French to the English coast, was to be performed in 
one hour and forty-eight minutes, or just within two hours. The 
following account of those two enterprising companies, and their 
boats, is from the Z7imes of yesterday :— 

Tue Foixstone Steam Boars.—At various times statements have 
been very ostentatiously put forward by certain parties respecting the 
speed of the Magicienne and Ondine Dover steam boats, as compared 
with the Folkstone boats, the Princess Maude and the Queen of the 
Belgians. It has been represented that the Ondine was built ona 
special agreement that she was to beat the Princess Maude, and that 
one of the stipulations was that unless the Ondine did beat the 
Princess Maude she was to be left on the builders’ hands. Several 
trials took place between the Princess Maude and the Ondine, in which 
the Princess Maude was always successful, but excuses were as often 
made for the Ondine, either that she was not in trim, that her machi- 
nery was out of order, that something had broken, that the coals 
were so bad she could not get sufficient steam, or “that she was not 
i’ the vein.” At length the machinery of the Ondine was got intoa 
perfect state, and a cargo of the best coals was provided, and thus 
well prepared, she went over to Boulogne with her builder and Mr 
Richard Bushell, and challenged the Princes Maude to a trial of 
speed. Captain Jenkins, of the Princess Maude, was told by Mr 
Bushell that the Ondine should go twice round the bows of the Prin- 
cess Maude between Boulogne and Folkstone, and several wagers 
were offered on the comparative merits of the two boats. The skill 
of Captain Jenkins is well known, and both captains declared their 
respective boats in perfect order for the trial. The hour of starting 
was to be regulated by the arrival of the express in anticipation of the 
Indian mail, both steamers being engaged to carry despatches. At 
half-past 11 on the night of Monday last this interesting trial came 
off. The Princess Maude left the harbour of Boulogne at 20 minutes 
to 12 o'clock. The Ondine left at 174 minutes to 12. The night was 
fine and the seacalm. The Princess Maude arrived in Folkstone har- 
bour 14 minutes before the Ondine, having beaten the latter by 114 
minutes. The public may now fairly decide upon the merits of these 
rivals. The Princess Maude has thus given another proof of her uni- 
form speed, when fairly tested, and we are quite sure that those who 
have ever witnessed the skill of Captain Jenkins, of the Princess 
Maude, or Captain Menger of the Queen of the Belgians, will not rashly 
leave those well appointed boats to tempt their fate in any other. 


| The Princess Maude, from the inoment she was placed on the station, 


was selected to carry the expresses for the Jimes, and she has never 
yet failed. The Queen of the Belyians has not yet been tested so 
often; but there is no doubt that her speed is equal, if not superior, 
to that of the Princess Maude. Both are good sea boats; and the_ 
uniform success of their voyages, when carrying our despatches, fre- 


| quently in very bad weather, is a sufficient proof of their general 


efficiency. 


STATISTICAL SOCIETY. 

At the meeting on Monday—Colovel Sykes, vice-president, in the 
chair—the first paper read was on the means of forming and main- 
taining troops in health, by assistant-surgeon Edward Balfour, Ma- 
dras army. The inhabitants of towns are the individuals whose posi- 
tion most closely approximates with that in which troops are placed ; 
and the mortality among the inhabitants of towns in the prime of 
life is nearly one-third greater than among the rural population. In 
comparing, therefore, the mortality of military with that of civil life, 
it becomes necessary to take for your standard the average of those 
towns in which the troops are generally quartered. The deaths among 
the foot guards amount to 21:16 per thousand annually and 16° per 
thousand may be fairly received as the average of the civil inhabi- 
tants of Britain. We thus obtain a standard by which to contrast the 
loss of life in Britain with that to which our armies are subject when 
serving in foreign countries. The following is the result of Mr 
Balfour’s researches :—

A paper by Mr W. A. Graham was then read, “on the adaptation 
of official railway returns of Railway Traftic to the general purposes 
of statistical inquiry.”

A point strongly insisted upon was the utility of the num- 
bers in the tables as indexes of variation when carried over a series 
of years ; and the author refers to various peculiarities in the tables.

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for going into committee on the Auction Duties bill, moved, as an 
amendment, that it be committed that day six months. In a speech 
of some length, he contended that the reduction was useless, as it 
threw away more than 300,000/ without affording the slightest relief 
to the agricultural interest. He proposed, as a mode of relief, to 
lighten the county rate by one-half, and the poor-rates by 20 to 50 
per cent, to be paid out of the Consolidated fund, as some compensa- 
tion for the burdens which, he contended, were laid every session on

of which was to throw out of work hundreds of industrious labourers, who | 


were thus obliged to resort to the workhouse for support. He did not think 
that this bill was an indieation of the true policy which ought to be pur- 
sued with respect to the agricultural interest, and he would therefore move 
thet the bill be committed that day six months.” 

The Earl of Datnovste combatted at great length the positions

Indeed, laws not absolutely the best on such 
matters were better than a series of changes. One of his principal objec- 
|| tions to the continuance of our present corn laws was, that he thought they 
| eould not last, and that during their eontinuance they must produce at 
\| periods great inconvenience and even distress. He concurred in thinking 
with his hon, friend that no danger was to be apprehended from the con- 
|} cession. Yet that which was not much to grant might be too much safely 
to refuse, and he certainly thought the government ought to be fortified 
with a stronger reason for refusing to accede to the motion than its disin- 
clination to awaken thereby the fears of the agricultural body.”

ATTENDANCE OF MEMBERS ON CoMMITTBES.—On Monday night Mr

only child. Dr Spry entered into a recital of the case, and urged 
upon Sir James Graham the unusual course pursued by Mr Twyford 
in refusing to take bail; and on the first and only hearing of the 
charge, in committing him to Newgate for trial as a felon, although 
the surgeon had sworn that the assault was not likely to be attended 
with any serious consequences to the prosecutor, who was indeed 
present at the examination. Sir James listened to the recital with 
deep attention, and said that, although he could not interfere in the 
present position of the case, Mr Mayer standing committed for trial 
for the assault, he would steadily keep his attention to the subject, 
and should be quite ready to exercise his authority with regard to 
the committing magistrate so soon as the case was disposed of by a 
jury. 

MURDER oF AN INFANT BY ITS Norse.—On Sunday morning, 
about ten o'clock, a frightful murder was committed at the residence 
of Mr Ffinch, of Greenwich, solicitor. ‘The facts are as follows :— 
Martha Bricksey, aged eighteen years, the under nurserymaid in Mr 
Ffinch’s family, went into the kitchen shortly before ten o’clock, and 
asked for a knife, saying she wanted it to cut a pencil. The cook 
gave her an ivory-handled table knife, but remarked that a smaller 
one would do better for the purpose. She said, no, that would do, 
as she could use it for cutting the bread and butter at tea in the 
afternoon, and immediately proceeded up stairs. In a few minutes 
afterwards she came down stairs again, and, opening the par- 
lour door, told her master and mistress that she had killed the 
baby. Mrs Ffinch, in a state of indescribable astonishment, 
asked what the wretched girl said, and was in the act of rush- 
ing up stairs to the nursery, but was stayed by her husband 
and Mr Traill, the Union hall police magistrate, who was payin 
paying the family a morning visit. The girl again gaid that she had 

illed the infant, and hoped that “ God would forgive her.” On Mr 
finch and some of his family going up stairs, his infant son, aged 
ten months, was discovered lying on the bed with his head severed 
from his body, in a pool of blood. This fact being made known, the 
whole of the family became horror-struck. Mr Ffinch immediately 
sent for a police constable, who conveyed the murderer to the station 
house in the Blackheath road. The prisoner declared that she had 
no dislike or ill-feeling towards either the infant or the parents. It 
was done entirely through a momentary impulse, and for which she 
could not in the remotest degree account. The inquest took place 
on Monday, but there was not sufficient evidence to explain fully 
the cause of the murder. One reason appears to be that the _—— 
was miserable about being discharged.

Huwnprep Lives Lost.—On the afternoon of Friday, Nelson, the 
clown at Mr Cooke’s circus, Yarmouth, had undertaken to swim ina 
tub drawn by four geese, from the drawbridge on the quay to the 
suspension bridge across the north river—a foolish exhibition—but it 
was one which, from its novelty in Yarmouth, was calculated to at- 
tract the multitude. The clown commenced his feat with the flood 
tide at the drawbridge, and had entered the north river. There 
were many persons on the bridge ; and as he drew near the multitude 
rushed upon it to obtain a full view as he should pass underneath, 
when one or two of the rods were observed to give way. An instant 
alarm was given to quit the bridge. Alas! the caution came too 
late! the chains broke, and, quick as the passing thought, one entire 
side fell, and the whole mass of human beings, whose numbers are 
estimated at from three to six hundred, were swept into the river 
below. The bridge, which but an instant before was horizontal, had 
become perpendicular. The number drowned has nowhere that we 
have seen been accurately stated. It is understood to be consider- 
ably above 100. Seventy-five bodies have already been identified 
before the coroner and a jury, who have met twice, and have agreed 
to memorialise the town council to obtain the opinion of a competent 
and impartial engineer on the cause of the accident. It is supposed 
the town council will not do so, and that an attempt will be made to 
burke the inquiry altogether. In the meantime the inquest has been 
adjourned. 

MPORTANT MEETING or CoaLowNeERSs.—A meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of the Coal ‘Trade took place, at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, on 
Tuesday, for the purpose of taking into consideration a set of resolu- 
tions founded upon propositions put forth to the trade, by the com- 
mittee, some short time ago. “ These resolutions,” the Tyne Mercury 
informs us, “ had for their object the better and more satisfactory ad- 
justment of the regulations by which the trade profess to be governed. 
As all the representatives, however, were not present, and as some 
parties had not declared themselves either way, it was agreed, after a 
short discussion, to adjourn the meeting for a week, in order to give 
time for more mature consideration. If the resolutions proposed by

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


INDIA. 
The usual express, in anticipation of the Overland Mail from 


} India, reached London on Tuesday morning, bringing dates from 
| Bombay of April 1; Calcutta of March 20; Madras of March 23; 
and China of February 14. The news brought by this conveyance is 

of more than average interest. The Punjaub is in a state of greater 
anarchy than ever; the sovereignty of the kingdom being virtually 
' divided between Dhuleep Singh, the puppet King, and his mother ; 
| Ghoolab Singh, who occupies the mountain fortress of Jumboo; and 
' the Khalsa, or regular army, which seems to have established an im- 
perium in imperio of its own. Ghoolab Singh had managed to pre- 

serve his position by one of those dexterous performances which are 
| far from uncommon in Oriental diplomacy. Finding that a body of 
troops, some 10,000 strong, was marching against him under the com- 
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mand of an experienced leader, Rajah Lal Singh, and that a conflict 
was little likely to terminate in his favour, he entered into q nego 
he 











ciation with his assailants, for the purpose of buying them off, 
amount paid is said to have been six lakhs of rupees down, with 
promise of a much larger sum so soon as Ghoolab Singh should be 
established in his usurpation. Meanwhile the British Government 
is quietly assembling its forces on the banks of the Sutlej ; ostensib] 
for the purpose of protecting its own territory, but in reality with the 
intention of interposing between the conflicting parties, should a 
necessity arise. Scinde remained perfectly tranquil. The expedi- 
tion of Sir Charles Napier into the mountainous districts west of 
Poolalee has, notwithstanding the assertions of the Anglo-Indian 
press, fully realised his expectations. It was of the utmost import- 
ance to put down the hordes of banditti by which Scinde has been go 
long infested, and which he appears to have done, having captured or 
induced the surrender of all the leaders of these bands, save Beejah 
Khan, a chief ofa tribe of robbers calling themselves the Booghies 
The complaint against Sir Charles is, that he did not accomplish the 
object of his expedition sooner, and that he employed a larger force 
in its execution than was necessary for the purpose ; but it is not too 
much to infer that Sir Charles is a little better acquainted with the 
condition of the country over which he presides than the editors of 
certain Bombay and Calcutta newspapers. In the Southern Mahratia 
States, thanks to the vigour displayed by the Bombay Government 
tranquillity has been so far restored as to admit of the return to their 
quarters of the troops. The court-martial on Colonel Wallace of the 
Madras army for disobedience of orders (in performing without in. 
structions one of the most gallant feats of which the annals of modern 
warfare can boast) was to assemble at Belgaum. The majority of 
the officers, of whom it is to be composed, have been selected from 
the Madras army. The affairs of Sawunt Warree have been per. 
plexed by the part taken by the authorities of the Portuguese settle. 
ment of Goa, who have allowed the revolted chiefs to take refuge on 
their territory, and refused several applications which have Nels 
made to them, either to give up the fugitives or prevent them from 
creating fresh disturbances. Among the chiefs who have sought 
shelter in their territory are Phonde Sawunt, the leader of the Sawunt 
Warree rebels, and several of his adherents. A rumour was current 
in India that the East India Company were disposed to negociate 
with her most faithful Majesty for the purchase of Goa, as Serampore 
was obtained from Denmark. In the interior of India the most per- 
fect tranquillity prevails. Sir Henry Hardinge was still at Calcutta, 
The pews from China is wholly unimportant. 


Unitep Srates.—Dreapret Fire at Pitrssurcu.—Despatches 
by the New York packet ship Sea, Captain Edwards, reached Liver. 
pool on Wednesday night ; they comprise papers from that city to 
to the 15th, two days later than were conveyed by the packet ship 
Westminster. We have received by this arrival distressing accounts 
of a most disastrous fire at Pittsburgh, a rising and important 
city in Pennsylvania, destroying twenty squares of the city, compris. 
ing about 1,200 houses, the loss of which is estimated at 2,000,000/ 
sterling. Itis the next largert city to Philadelphia in the State of 
Pennsylvania. Its population is about 25,000, and was becoming a 
place of great commercial importance. The fire originated in a frame 
building over an ice house. 

ARRIVAL OF THE GREAT WESTERN. 

Liverpool, Thursday.—The steam ship Great Western arrived in the 
river this evening, shortly after ten o'clock ; and by her we have re- 
ceived papers and letters from New York to the 24th instant, inclu- 
sive, which are nine days later than those previously received. The 
news, which it was generally expected would be very important, as 
conveying in some measure the opinion of the American people on 
the subject of the announcement of the British government respecting 
the Oregon question, does not bear out the belief which was antici- 
pated. The short interval which had elapsed between the receipt of 
the news and the departure of the Great Western had not given scope 
for reflection, and beyond the mere vapouring of the newspapers we 
are not supplied with any news upon the subject. The Caledonia, 
conveying Sir R. Peel’s speech made in the House of Commons on the 
4thof April, arrived out atj/Boston on the 2Ist, and its publication had 
called forth fierce denunciations against, and cries for war with, Eng- 
land, from many of the lower class of prints; but we are happy to 
find the more respectable portion of the press take a different view ; 
for example, the New York Journal of Commerce observes, that the 
British people, and the government too, have misinterpreted the 
language used by President Polk in his inaugural address, and ex- 
presses its conviction that the whole thing will be fully explained 
away, and the question amicably adjusted to the satisfaction of both 
countries. The New York Tribune says, the relations have now as- 
sumed such an aspect as to render either war or arbitration indispen- 
sable, and declares itself in favour of the latter alternative. 
New York Herald declares for war at once, and is happy that the 
time has arrived when atrial of strength of the two countnes shall be 
tested. The Sun takes the same ground, and thinks the conduct of 
Great Britain insolent and tyrannica). Such are the opinions of the 
newspapers—and we have as yet no others for our guide as to the pro- 
bable result of pending affairs. We may mention that the Great 
Western has brought home a government messenger with despatches. 
The New York Herald says,— 

“ Considerable excitement has been produced during the last few days, 
by the circulation of a rumour that the Mexican government had declared 
war against Alleghania, soon after the receipt of the intelligence of the pas- 
sage of the annexation resolutions had reached them. The rumour Wa 
originated in Washington by the Portuguese Charge des Affaires and - 
Attache of the Spanish Legation, and received additional colour from the 
fact that information had been received by Mr Pakenham, the British e 
nister at Washington from the Minister of Great Britain in Mexico, tha 
he had been formally notified, in common with the representatives 
other foreign Powers, that in case the Senate should pass; the resolute 
then known to have passed the house, the act would be followed by th 
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liminary to a declaration of war. No communication of an 

usutile intentions on the part of Mexico has been yet made to our = 
yernment.” 
_Subsequent advices, which extend down to the 29th of March, state 
that the United States Minister in Mexico had been informed that the 
diplomatic relations between the two countries had ceased. It ap- 

ears that Mexico is willing to recognise the independence of Texas, 
provided the latter will decline annexation to the United States.

THE SPIRIT OF COMMERCE. 


Taz Vate of CALDENE; or the Past and the Present; a Poem in six books. By 
WitttaAM DEARDEN, author of the “ Star Seer,’ $c. Longman and Co., London, 
Walker, Halifax. 

Tuts work of Mr Dearden’s is one having many merits. If we had 

not thought so we should have said less, either in favour or dispraise 

of it, than we are to do. It is an imaginative story, told in rhyme, of 

a supposed native of Yorkshire—one who has been long absent from 

the place of his birth and comes home to find “ that the devastating hand 

of man has destroyed many of its solitudes and beauties.” Every- 
thing that laws have done and have left undone in forming the cha- 
racter of the times in which we live—particularly the dovcleensent of 
the factory system, and the evils of trade, are then enlarged upon 
through some 250 pages. The rhyme is uncommonly excellent and 
spirited, and there are every here and there throughout the work 
evidences of the genuine spirit of poetry in the author. Among his 
favourites we can see that Themes Carlyle, Emerson, and Longfellow 
are particularly distinguished, and that of itself indicates a mind im- 
bued with many just and noble sentiments, which nothing that he 
says absolutely belies, though what we are about to take particular 
exception to will give many people reason to think so. “ The picture 
I have drawn of commerce,” says Mr Dearden, “ exhibits, I am aware, 
its harsher features; but in thus delineating and holding up these to 
view, I hope no one will blame me, for, as a wise man well observes, 
‘itis in general more profitable to reckon up our defects than to 
boast of our attainments.’” There can be no doubt as to what the 
“wise man” says being a good rule of individual conduct, but it is no 
justification for a man of genius, education, and taste, writing a whole 

ok (and not a small one) about the evils and vices which attend 
society in its progress towards civilization, and leaving it to be in- 
ferred, as far as he knows, that nothing but evil and vice attends it. 

Thus, at the end'of Book II, Mr Dearden, after taking a harsh (indeed, 

though we offend him, we must say untruthful) view of the labours of 
a factory, apostrophises trade as follows :— 
“ Genius of Trade! such are the sounds that cheer 
Go where thou wilt— thy leaden heart and ear ! 
Look at thy trophies !—thousands made to chew 
The bread of pain, to feed a pampered few, 
Whom thou hast raised—because to thee they sold 
Conscience and virtue for the meed of gold— 
Far, far above the common herd, to shine 
Immaculate, adopted sons of thine !""—p. 72. 

And again, we have at yage 163 the following :— 


‘Oh Trade! where are the blessings in thy train 
Which thy fond votaries laud in vaunting strain ? 
What though we view, where er our eyes we turn, 
Rich bounties showered from thy too partial urn ; 
For every boon thou hast conferred, we find 

A thousand evils poured on human kind! 
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Why is the owner of yon mansion made 
To lord o’er others whom he once obeyed? 
Is his plebeian blood, like gold that's tried 
Thrice in the fiery furnace, purified 
From all alloys that taint the lowly born 
Whom his proud heart, forsooth, affects to scorn ? 
Did lofty talents and superior sense 
This mushroom lordling raise to eminence? 
Did he become a magnate in the land 
By means that would not make him blush to stand, 
With soul unscathed by conscience’ withering ban, 
In the dread presence of an honest man? 
Ah no !—a /itt/e care and cunning, joined 
With Jittle necessary frauds, that find 
Free toleration by the liberal law, 
Which all, who please, from Trade’s great Koran draw: 
A lucky turn of Fortune; a discreeé 
And frugal husbandry of all the sweet 
Gold-droppings from her copious honeycomb ; 
A little schooling of the Rib at home 
In economic arts and trade-finesse ; 
A little leaning to the wrong to bless 
The eager pocket, though it stings the soul ; 
A little alms to any creed—in cow! 
Or cassock clad—if, in return, ‘twill win 
A golden unction for the trifling sin : 
A little dabbling in young orphans’ blood ; 
A little pinching of the scanty food 
Earned by the woe-worn Widow ; a complete 
Forgetfulness of crippled Eld, unmeet— 
Now that his days of usefulness are o’er— 
To beg a pittance at his master’s door ; 
These are the means by which this Upstart came 
To wealth, importance, and commercial fame !” 


We have now quoted enough—perhaps too much. We confes 
however, that we should hone eiched i anes & passage or os 
oe =. mass of writing which Mr Dearden employs in con- 
one —- the New Poor law and those who made it,—those, he 

“ Decreed a law, in cruelty sublime, 
Which want and misery punishes as crime.'’—page 237. 

But our Space is devoted to other matters, which Mr Dearden, 
awe, thinks of less importance than his rhymes, though we 
oa of more. We must protest, however, against the whole tone 

spirit of this writing. No doubt Mr Dearden has seen some bad 
areca —ce it is easy to do, for they are many—of cotton lords, 
x might also of land lords among those green fields, and hills, 
- ales, which he so much admires ; and the victims of cruelty 
°ppression are by no means only seen about steam engines and 


tall chimnies, nor indeed the most nor the greatest of them, as has | 
been shown many a time, and could be again. For the present, | 
however, we think it better to entera general protest against this 
mean, personal way of discussing great questions. It cannot now be 
made a question in England whether trade is a good thing or a bad 
thing, and, therefore, whether it ought to be pursued or abandoned. 
If ever there was atime for discussing such a question, it is long 
since past; and in the name of all that is right hearted among us, 
do not let us spend our time, and exhaust our several geniuses, in 
railing at each other's callings and professions. 

For our own part, we have no hesitation in declaring our firm per- 
suasion that the expansion of commerce is the great destiny of man- 
kind—in particular of our own brave and busy isle. With a religious 
feeling, therefore, in which we should expect poets above all men to 
join, we bow to the fates. But that need not, and does not, prevent 
us from seeing evils; which, however, should only be pointed out in 
as far as they can be remedied. There are defects in individual 
character, we fear, which cannot be amended—certainly not by rail- 
ing,—and therefore they must be borne with. We shall never cease 
from maintaining, however, that the spirit of evil is no necessary 
part of the spirit of commerce, and if it is infused in any degree into 
any departments of it, as we admit it is in many, it will only be exor- 
cised, we can assure the Deardens and Ashleys of these times, by 
fair and gentle appliances,—never, never by unfairness and unjust 
reproaches. 

Ye should forgive Mr Dearden some extravagance io the descrip- 
tion of factory labour, poor law victims, ¢c. {c., remembering the 
claim put in by old Horace for allowances of the sort to poets and 
painters ; but we have seen the same sort of thing stated and re-stated 
in plain prose ; it is impossible, therefore, in noticing the work at all 
not to complain of this. We really believe these pee 
them to write with a purpose, and not from the wretched love of in- 
dulging in themselves and feeding in others feelings which they do 
not care to see, for the excitement of them, totally extinguished,— 
do their case infinite harm in this way. It is not easy, either, to over- 
look a feeling, both in Mr Dearden and others, very akin to, if it is 
not, envy. Mr Dearden ought to be above such a feeling; but really 
this unmitigated railing at people who are better off for things sub- 
stantial in the world than himself looks very like it. When wealth 
is got in the way above described, its possessors are by no means to 
be envied—they are not happy men. Least of all should a high- 
souled poet envy them ; he can revel in a kingdom where no evil need 
intrude, and no bad men havesway. ‘To be sure we must, poets and 
all of us, mingle more or less with the world, but that is anything 
but a reason why we should be so discontented with it as these railers 
are; it is a reason rather why we should quietly and in an honest 
way endeavour to make the most of it,—not forgetting at the same 
time to attempt as far as possible to amend it. One who was quite 
as great a poet as Mr Dearden—we do not speak offensively—and 
one, too, who never forgot that he was a man, we mean Robert 
Burns, finely expresses this sentiment in the love song which he puts 
into the mouth of a swain. His song of Nannie—though we must 
almost beg pardon for quoting anything so well known,—concludes 


“ A country lad is my degree, an’ few there be that ken me, O; 
But what care I how fewthey be? I'm welcome aye to Nannie, O. 
My riches a’ 's my penny fee, an’ I maun guide it cannie, O ; 
But warl’s gear ne’er troubles me, my thoughts are a' my Nannie, O 
Our auld guidman delights to view his sheep an’ kye thrive bonnie, O; 
But I'm as blythe that haud his pleugh, an" ha’e nae care but Nannie, O. 
Come weel, come woe, I care na by, |'ll tak’ what Heav’n will sen’ me, O ; 
Nae ither care in life have I, but live an’ love my Nannie, 0.” 


There's a sermon for Mr Dearden, preached to him not by us, but 
by one whom perhaps he will own his master in his own noble art. 
With this we leave him, and, for the present, the subject to which he 
has drawn our attention.

Tere is much in this little manual that will call for the approval 
of the higher order of grammarians, For ourselves we can say that 
we have gone over it very carefully, and are not able to point out any 
error in principle, and the illustrations are in general very happy. 
We have some doubts of its applicability as a cckatentie manual, for 
which, as well as for “ use in private study,” the author offers it. This 
arises mostly from a fault which peeps out here and there, said to be 
a characteristic of the author's countrymen, namely, a desire to lec- 
ture. To be sure it is the business, or at least part of the business, 
of a schoolmaster to lecture; but as far as it is so we fancy each 
member of the profession will have his own say, unguided by printed 
manuals; and so far as we have seen school-boys, we} should be in- 
clined to add that there is a considerable part of Mr Connon’s talk 
which shoots quite over their heads. This, however, will not lessen 
the value of the work to those who are able to understand it, and 
choose to give their minds to it. Unless we should mention that the 
author makes rather many quotations, “not thinking it honest ” to 
do otherwise than acknowledge the origin of ideas not his own, while 
others will think that in doing so he only makes unnecessary parade 
of his own learning ; and is rather given to pass opivions upon former 
writers, which, when the opinions are favourable, and the writers such 
men as Isaac Taylor, Arnold, Hallam, and J. 8. Mill, not to speak of 
older and standard writers like Adam Smith, James Mill, Campbell, 
Horne Tooke, &c. has a rather ridiculously patronising air, and when 
ny are “ not first-rate writers,” as it appears (p. 106) Mr Silk Buck- 
ingham is not, has the look of a rather cruel immolation, we do not 
know that the performance is otherwise open to objections ; and we 
have already said in what estimation we hold it on account of its 
positive merits.

POSTSCRIPT. 
SATURDAY MORNING, May 10, 1845, 


Wiypsor, Fripay Eveninc.—Her Majesty and his Royal High- 
ness Prince Albert are to proceed to-day from the Vauxhall terminus 
of the South Western railway direct to Gosport, where her Majesty 
and his Royal Highness, attended by a small retinue, will embark 
from the Royal Clarence Victualling-yard, on board the Lightning 
government steamer for Cowes. The works in progress at Osborne 
House and Barton are in a much more advanced state than it was ex- 
pected they were when arrangements had been made for the court 
not to proceed to the island until Monday. Her Majesty will not re- 
main at Osborne House beyond Tuesday or Wednesday next. The 
court will not arrive at Windsor until a day or two previously to the 
Ascot Races, which will commence on the 10th of next month. 

The House of Commons was aliost exclusively occupied last 
night with the ministerial measure brought forward by Sir James 
Graham, and explained by him at considerable length, for establish- 
ing three secular colleges in Ireland, wholly independent of religious 

| tests or creeds, for the education of the middle classes. About 
100,000/ will be required to build the three colleges, and about 6,000/ 
| a year each to endow them, ‘The appointment and removal of mas- 
| ters to be in the Crown. Tle refuses positively to open to Roman 
| Catholics the higher advantages of that University which must always 
| take rank in Ireland above every other, and which will continue, let 
| Parliament do as it may, to form the minds and opinions of the bulk 
| of the educated class. In general, the project was approved of, and 
| the motion for leave to bring in a bill to endow new colleges in Ire- 
land was unanimously carried, though Sir R. Inglis called it a great 
| Scheme of godless education. A few votes in committee of supply 
| were subsequently passed, and then the House adjourned till Thurs- 
| day next. 
The Auction Duties Repeal Bill received the Royal assent on 
| Thursday, and no duty is to be paid on any sale which took place 
| since the 8th April last. 

This morning's post brings out no novelty in the state of our rela- 
| tions with the United States. It appears Mexico is now disposed to 
recognise the independence of Texas on condition of its repudiating 
annexation, which it is supposed probable that it will do, asa majo- 
rity of the leading men in Texas are in favour of independence. ‘The 
| Pennsylvania legislature has made provision for the payment of the 
| State interest due on the Ist of August next, in an appropriation bill, 
| which has been signed by the governor. By this bill payment is to 
| be made to the claimants, pro rata, of all the money in the Treasury 
| on that day; and should there not be enough to pay in full, then the 
balance is to be given in checks on the Bank of Pennsylvania, pay- 
' able out of the current taxes as fast as they come in, within four 
| mouths. The resources of the commonwealth from the public works,

Wednesday was signalised by a good deal of business being 
done in no great time. In the first place, in answer to a question 
put by Mr Bouverie, Sir James Graham said he had made the in- 
quiries respecting Mr Mazzini that he undertook ; and he said he 
had found that the insinuation to which he had given utterance 
on a former occasion, of Mr Magzzini having had a share in the 
dastardly crime of assassination, was wholly without foundation ; 
he therefore “retracted” it. Sir James seems at present ‘i’ the 

humour” of apologising ; and apologies, it must be admitted, are 
creditable things in most cases, but it is notorious that they may 
be repeated too often; and, on the other hand, there are offences 
for which no apologies can atone. Of this sort, we are forced to 
say was Sir James Graham's dastardly and legally libellous (but 
for his station and the place where he uttered it) attack on 
Mazzini. It must be owned to be a rare spectaclg to see an 
English minister first talking away men’s eciaaeanalin inquir- 
ing as to the truth of what they have been saying—and last of all 
finding out that what they have been saying is false, and that they 
must apologise for it. It is the rarity—nay the singularity—of 
the spectacle that makes it so disgusting. When will the depth 
of baseness which has been associated with that letter-opening, 
forging of seals, &c., &e., cease? Already surely it is impossible 
for baseness any farther to go. On the same night the Field 
Gardens Bill was re-committed for the purpose of receiving certain 
amendments. The Physic and Surgery Bill, also, was re-com- 
mitted, in order to undergo some material modifications, as well 
as the College of Physicians and Surgeons Bill. ‘The House had, 
at one time, a narrow escape of being counted out. In Committee, 
a somewhat lively altercation took place between the Home 


Secretary and Mr Wakley upon the merits of the former bill,- 


which the learned Coroner denounced as absurd, impracticable, 
| unjust, and tyrannical. 

On Thursday the house was principally oecupied with Mr Hutt’s 
motion for the admission of Australian (our own colonies’) corn and 
flour on the same terms as we now admit the corn and flour of Cana- 
da,—a motion just so far as it goes, since the right policy for this 
country, as for all countries, is to receive on the same terms, that 
is, free of any duty, the raw produce of all parts of the world 
without distinction, but open to the objection, that if carried it 
would have raised up a new party (insignificant, certainly, but 
still of some weight) interested in keeping others out of the market 
to which itself had got admission ; but certainly not open to the 
objections (if they may be called objections) urged against it by 
Sir George Clark and Sir Robert Peel. They opposed the motion 
hecause the proposed boon was so small. But that would seem 
to unministerially-sophisticated minds, rather a reason for not 
withholding it. It was certainly, as Mr. Ward called it, a Peebles- 
shire argument. In the next place it was said, that “ the agri- 
cultural mind ’’ would be alarmed if the measure were acceded. 
It is not easy to argue upon the weight of that argument, if it has 
any. It gives us to understand that useful legislation must be 
put a stop to when a few landlords and farmers are frightened ! 
Such, O England, is the ratiocinative power of the men who 
govern thee! Mr Hutt’s motion was, of course, lost. 


Mr Forbes Mackenzie, the new Scotch Lord of the Treasury, 
has just been returned again for Peeblesshire, but not without 
being covered with disgrace. Peeblesshire, like most of the other 
Scotch counties, has its election list stuffed with fictitious voters, 
men who either do not belong to the locality (such as Edinburgh 
dependant attornies), or are the body servants of, or otherwise 
rectly subservient to, the landed gentry, and who obtain trum- 
pery (but it appears legal) qualifications to vote.

The import of the last month was larger by 60,000 bales than in 


the year 1844, but less by 120,000 bales than in 1843. The deliveries 
have been much larger than in both the preceding years, viz. 160,000 
bales against 86,000 bales in 1844, and 108,000 bales in 1843. ‘The 
excess of stock has therefore decreased ; at the beginning of last 
month it amounted to 280,000 bales compared with 1844 and 1843, 
now it is reduced to 250,000 bales against 1844 and 112,000 bales in 
1843. The stock of cotton in spinners’ hands is however larger than 
usual, sellers having constantly met the market, and purchasers 
operated freely and with confidence at the moderate prices. Ac- 
cording to the last accounts from the United States up to 12th 
April, the arrivals in the ports amounted to 1,962,000 bales against 
1,600,000 bales in 1844, and 1,966,000 in 1843. A total crop of from 
2,400,000 bales to 2,500,000 bales is therefore considered as certain. 
An unusually large proportion of it will go direct to the continent 
of Europe; the shipments thus far pened 795,000 bales to Eag- 


land, 245,000 bales to France, 175,000 bales to other European ports, | 


against 1,009,000 bales, 252,000 bales, and 98,000 bales in 1843, and 
504,000 bales, 161,000 bales, and 42,000 balesin 1844. 

There has never been, for so long a period as four months, a delivery 
equal to that which our table shows since the Ist of January 1845, viz. 
32,220 bales per week ; our manufacturers continue to be fully and 
advantageously at work, though prices are somewhat lower ; the de- 
mand for home consumption is comparatively better than for export, 
and no falling off likely to take place. 

The value of American cotton has advanced a trifle, perhaps not 
more than jd per lb. Since the beginning of last month East India 
descriptions have not moved at all. The lowest descriptions of 
American cotton are now rather dearer than at the same period in 
1843, the better are lower—upon the average the value is much the 
same as then ; compared with 1844 American cotton is now 25 per 
cent cheaper. Surat and Madras are 20 to 30 per cent lower than in 
1844, and 10 to 15 per cent than in 1843. 

The stock of cotton will remain large throughout the year, and 
prevent any lasting and considerable rise, but the demand is sufficient 
to operate against a material reduction ; considerable —— ena 
therefore, not likely to take place without the influence of politica 
causes, mn . 

The stock of cotton in London amounts to 98,650 bales against 
71,739 bales on the Ist of May 1844. Public sales of 4000 bales of 
Surat and Madras went off last week without spirit, but there is a 
fair export demand for these deseriptions.

general meeting of proprietors was held on Thursday morning, for 
the purpose of receiving the annual report of the directors, Th 
chairman of the board of directors, William Melville, Esq. took the 
chair. The chairman did not think it would be necessary to detain 
them from hearing the report by any preliminary remarks, He then 
read the report. ‘The following is part of it :— 

“In so far as regarded the effect of the enactment upon the National 
Provincial Bank, the directors were happy to state that the power to issue 
to the extent of 442,371/, with which the act invested them, and the econo- 
mising effect upon the provincial circulation which the general introduction 
of railway communication was producing,would enable them to conduct the 
business of the company without ineonvenicnce, although at some additional 
expense to their customers and the community. The National Provincial 
Bank would, in other respects, derive advantages from the operation of the 
act, and with the measure as a whole, when viewed with reference to its 
bearings upon the interests of the company, the directors were perfectly 
satisfied. ‘ ‘ The gratifying commercial revival had 
naturally been followed by more activity in the business of banking ; but 
the value of money had not materially increased. The slight improvement 
however which had taken place inthe money market had enabled the direc. 
tors to exhibit to the proprietors a financial result for the year ending 8)st 
December last, which they felt assured would be deemed satisfactory,
